A Superior Court Judge in the 
District of Columbia said that 75-85% of those brought before 
him on criminal matters, not connected with family matters, are 
users of narcotics!

Drug addiction today kills thousands, ruins nearly half a million 
lives and drains oft about 8 BILLION dollars a year from our 
national economy!

Considering the fact that true drug addicts are usually in 
no condition mentally or physically to hold down a regular job, 
it would seem obvious that the magnitude of the national crime 
increase is certainly partially due to the over all drug problem. 
It is a known fact, from cast* studies conducta! on drug addicts, 
that they most usually turn to theft of ow* kind or another to 
support their habits. If you are not able to work, but need $50* 
HOO each day to buy drugs, (or more), you have to do some­ 
thing to obtain funds and, unless you’re born wealthy, this usu­ 
ally puts the addict in the position of having to steal. 
it is difficult lo pin-point which a u n e * are really connected 
with or entirely due to drug abuse or addiction, for various 
reasons; 
A. A person under arrest as a suspect in a crime will 
sometimes want to have authorities believe the crim e was 
committed under the influence of drugs, in the hope that 
punishment will be lighter. 
B. Conversely, those who are not actually under the in­ 
fluence of a drug at the time of arrest, may want to hide 
th** true reason for their crime be* ause if the fact were 
known if might lead to their drug source of supply and there­ 
by cut them off. 
C T h e true drug adda t has little if any, regard for law 
and order. In his state of mental confusion he is not able 
nor willing to help authorities to help him out of the problem 
he himself has created. 
Therefore, what he tells police 
authorities about why he committed a crime must Im* care­ 
fully analyzed to determine truth and fiction. 
Authorities in every part of the country try to determine 
if drugs had a connection with each crime investigation they 
handle, AU statistics point to a positive conclusion, that drug 
conno ted crim es < ommitt**d have increased tremendously In 
die past IO years 
The drug abuse problem has been around a 
long time but during the past IO years It has shown a marked 
increase to alarming heights. Since 1900 the Increase in crime 
over the nation has reached the catastrophic figure of 170% ac 
cording to F B l, statistics. With both drug abuse and crim e ris­ 
ing at such rate s it is not difficult to see die connection, even for 
those who do not have access to police records. 
Therefore, in teaching children EARLY in life the facts 
about drug use, abuse and addiction, it is safe to say you 
ar** not only helping than avoid the tr <gtdv of drug addiction, 
but most probably you are helping thens avoid a life which would 
be continually endangering their personal freedom and self re­ 
spect
